If a conclu sion can be drawn from this 
restricted table, it is that Ohio neither shines 
ou t nor falls woefu lly short—it stands abou t 
average over all.

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Ohio Must Set Its Own Pare 


In his efforts to enlist voter support for 
his belief that Ohio can afford to and should 
spend more for such public programs as 
education, welfare, mental health and cor­ 
rections, Gov. DiSalle makes frequent use 
of federal statistics on the standings of the 
various states in their expenditures in these 
fields. 
The latest such report by 
the 
Census 
Rureau ranks Ohio 39th in higher education. 
30th in state hospital support. 47th in con­ 
servation, 27th in total welfare, 37th in pub­ 
lic assistance programs. 
On the face of it. this kind of ranking 
implies Ohio, one of the top five slates 
in wealth, lags far behind in its attention 
to desirable public programs 


R IT THE classification cannot be taken 
on its face. Other factors must be considered, 
such as the capital investment previously 
made in institutions and the degree of in­ 
dustrial development already accomplished. 
Hawaii and Alaska, the Union’s newest mem­ 
bers, rank high on the Census Bureau’s 
lists simply liecau.se they are young and 
have plenty of work to do before they even 
catch up with older, m ire highly developed 
states like Ohio. 
A more accurate comparison for Ohio, 
therefore, restricts the list of rankings to 
the top IO industrial states. Such a com 
parison has been prepared by the Ohio of­ 
fices of the U.S. Department of Commerce 
ll shows Ohio ranks eighth among the IO 
in general revenue, sixth in general revenue 
from taxes and eighth in general expendi 
hires. It also holds eighth place in spending 


for education, hospitals and health. It stands 
sixth in spending for higher education, third 
for highways, fourth for public welfare and 
corrections. 
lf a conclusum can be drawn from this 
restricted table, it is that Ohio neither shines 
out nor falls woefully short—it stands about 
average overall. Measuring its efforts to 
provide proper services for its people against 
its efforts to maintain an economic climate 
that can support these services, it may be 
that Ohio does very well. 


A MORE basic 
question, 
however, 
is 
whether any comparison with other states 
is justified. The Census Bureau and other 
agencies which attempt to make these com­ 
parisons concede the difficulty of justifying, 
side by side, the many differences in taxing 
and spending systems. 
Politicians of all partisan persuasions find 
it 
hard to resist statistical 
comparisons 
from time to time The fallacy of the prac­ 
tice is indicated by the fact the politician- 
regardless of party—will us€ the compari­ 
sons when they suit his purpose and ridicule 
them when they do not. 
Essentially, the people of every state must 
decide for themselves what, under their cir­ 
cumstances, is the best public policy for 
them to follow, regardless of what other 
states may or may not be doing. 
This makes political debate on taxes and 
spending more difficult and it casts a great­ 
er burden on the voter who ultimately must 
make the political decisions for his state 
But it is the only reliable way of making 
the decisions.

This custom is particularly evident when

Kvervliody is in favor of cutting down on 
unnecessary military expenses except those 
that reward him. 
When Mr. McNamara said. however, that 
no money would be shaved from the Na­ 
tional Guard budget as a result of the man­ 
power cutbacks, he cut the rug from under 
himself as far as enlisting support in his ar­ 
gument with the governors is concerned. 
The net effect among us laymen is to 
wonder what all the fuss is about if tax 
revenue savings are not at issue Admirable 
as the desire to modernize and reorganize 
the National Guard operation may be, it is 
difficult to stand against the governors with­ 
out some tangible weapon like money 
The total number of men that would be 
involved in the manpower cutback is 38.000 
which averages out to less than 1 000 men 
per state. 
With no money savings promised 
that 
hardly seems a big enough thing to create a 
major federal-state argument about.

The situation is one that always besets the 
party out of power The Democrats had the 
same problems when Dwight Eisenhower was 
in the White House, even though most of 
that time they had a nominal majority in 
Congress, which the Republicans do not have 
now. 


THE DEMOCRATS also had a titular party 
leader in Adlai Stevenson, although the val­ 
ue of being led by a losing candidate is a 
subject of considerable debate. The Repub­ 
licans, however, carmot even be said to have 
a titular leader Former Vice President Nix­ 
on has declared himself out of the 1964 pres 
idenhal curliest because of his candidacy for 
the governorship of California this year. 
It is because of this situation that former 
President Eisenhower has become the rally­ 
ing point, if not the recognized leader, of the 
nut-of-power Republicans.

year numbers racket in a mid­ 
western city. 
This case was developed by the 
Internal Revenue Service and the 
FBI, both proud agencies, working 
shoulder-to-shoulder 
in 
an 
out­ 
standing display of cooperative in­ 
vestigative work. 


After briefing each 
other in 
their agencies’ .special lechmques, 
IRS and FBI agents spent four 
months in surveillance and under­ 
cover operations. These operations 
culminated in a raid and from 
it came the evidence on which we 
secured a grand jury indictment 
These are only two cases. There 
have been others which are not so 
dramatic. Still others are close to 
prosecution. And priority investi­ 
gations are underway on every 
one of the 700 files in the Intel­ 
ligence 
Unit — involving 
more 
than 1,500 individuals. 


Whether our efforts will have 
lasting effect is something only 
time will tell. And coordination 
alone does not mean we will be 
able to prosecute successfully the 
cases which result from these in­ 
vestigations. But the value of co­ 
ordinating the skills and efforts of 
all the investigative agencies of 
the 
United 
States 
Government 
against the rackets already has 
been demonstrated It is a power­ 
ful weapon in a war we all must 
win.

quest of Indo­ 
nesia — one of 
the rn o s t im­ 
portant 
areas 
in 
the 
world 
today. 
David Lawrence 
Indonesian 
President 
Sukar­ 
no has made it appear that his 
dispute with the Dutch govern­ 
ment over West New Guinea is 
solely a fight between nationalism 
and colonialism. 
It began that 
way. but now it has taken a more 
ominous turn 
The internal situation in Indo­ 
nesia today is a struggle between 
an army that is predominantly 
anti-Commumst and 
a Commu­ 
nist political party which is the 
largest Communist party outside 
the Iron Curtain. 
A massive aid program by the 
Soviets, 
ostensibly 
to 
liberate 
West New Guinea, is having its 
effect on the Indonesian military 
force, which is rapidly becoming 
dependent on Communist help. 
Neither the Dutch nor the In­ 
donesian people realize as yet 
that their long-standing dispute 
about an almost worthless area 
—largely swamp and jungle — 
can result in a Communist Indo­ 
nesia That is. of course, a Com­ 
munist goal. For it means a Com­ 
munist base that outflanks what 
is left of free Asia 
There no longer is any doubt 
that President Sukarno can take 
over West New Guinea by mili­ 
tary force. His success is antici­ 
pated 
Soviet aid has been sup­ 
plied, and no international force 
has been interposed by the West 
to save this outpost. 
The big question now is what 
the acquisition by Indonesia of 
West New Guinea would mean to 
the rest of the world. If regarded 
as an Indonesian military victory, 
it would be construed as a double 
defeat for the West. This would 
signalize a military defeat for a 
western power — the Netherlands 
—•and a diplomatic defeat for the 
would-be mediator—the U n i t e d 
States. 


THE AMERICAN effort, there 
fore, has been to bring a settle­ 
ment of the dispute over West 
New Guinea by peaceful means 
so as to prevent the exploitation 
by the Soviets of their military 
aid to Indonesia 
Besides small 
arms, artillery 
and 
amphibious tanks and 
ar­ 
mored landing vehicles, the So­ 
viets have provided some of their 
most up-to-date weapons, such as 
the MIG-21 Jet fighters and the 
TU-16 jet bombers equipped re­ 
spectively, with air-to-air and air- 
to-surface missiles. Six Russian 


submarine; have been furnished, 
and others are reported on the 
way to Sukarno. There also is re­ 
portedly a promise to stud sur­ 
face-to-air guided m issile. 
The prestige of the Indonesian 
army 
would 
naturally 
be 
in­ 
creased if extensive military oper­ 
ations ensued. It’s questionably, 
however, whether the army itself 
on Soviet arms would get the most 
credit for a victory. 
The Communist party in Indo­ 
nesia. supported by daily props 
ganda blasts from Moscow, would 
certainly claim the victory. For 
the Communist party in Indonesia 
is the largest, hest organized and 
most vocal group in that country. 


THE REAL WORRY no v in the 
West is what the future of the 
Indonesian army would be. Hith­ 
erto it has been anti-Commurust 
and pro-Western. It is regarded 
as the only group capable of re­ 
sisting any Communist effort to 
take over from the inside. 
Obviously the Indonesian army 
personnel would be impressed with 
a victory' they w'on with Soviet 
arms and as a consequence of 
training by Soviet military ad­ 
visers. 
The net result could be thai 
Indonesia would become a de fac­ 
to Communist state with no free­ 
dom of action 
independent 
of 
its Communist supervisors. 
It is for this reason thai the 
United States government h a s 
been striving hard to settle the 
dispute over West New Guinea 
by peaceful 
negotiations. 
T h e 
theory is that, if this effort were 
successful, the Indonesian Com 
monists 
wouldn't 
be 
able 
to 
claim through their propaganda 
that they alone supported the na 
tionahstic aspirations of the Indo­ 
nesian people. 
The Americans who favor medi­ 
ation believe it will maintain the 
influence of the United States 
and perhaps mark a turning point 
away from the leftward course 
which President Sukarno has been 
setting for Indonesia. 


IT’S TOO EARLY to tell what 
really will happen but there is a 
growing fear thai 
the Commu­ 
nists may gain the upper hand 
inside Indonesia 
It is surprising that the fact* 
about the Soviet military aid to 
the Indonesian forces in recent 
months have not been widely pub­ 
licized to date. Possibly the rea­ 
son was a fear that this would 
intensify a feeling of greater de­ 
pendence on the Soviet side by 
the Indonesians. 
It has been a tough problem 
for the United States but it doe* 
seem that, when military force 
is threatened or employed in dis­ 
regard of peaceful methods that 
can be used to resolve interna­ 
tional disputes, the world is turn­ 
ing the clock Iva ck to the days 
of Hitler, who arrogantly pro­ 
claimed the doctrine that "mighf 
makes right.”

OSEPH CARROLO. 85, of Warwick, 
R. I., has been playing the horses for 
72 years, and counts the friends he has 
won in the thousands. Mr. Carrolo is 
the dean of carrousel operators in the 
United States, Still as spry as many of 
the youngsters who clamber on his 
gaily-painted ponies for a fast turn 
around the track, the white-haired octo­ 
genarian claims he has ridden a million 
miles on merrv-go-rounds, and expects 
to “ride a million more” before calling 
it quits. 
“Ju st spend your life with children 
and you will stay young forever,” says 
the carrousel king. 
He should know. 
He has devoted most of his life to m ak­ 
ing children happy. He came to the U. 
S. from Italy when he was 3. At 13 he 
got his first job working on a carrousel 
in Providence where his daily chore was 
to feed the brass ring machine. Care­ 
fully hoarding his earnings, in 1901 he 


put $500 as a down payment on a car­ 
rousel. He has since owned many, but 
continues to operate his first. Refurbished 
and repaired many times, it has been 
moved from Syracuse to Goddard Park, 
R. I., where it stands today, its hand- 
carved horses from Germany rearing 
and snorting as their youthful riders 
playfully joust for that coveted brass 
ring that entitles the lucky person to an 
extra ride—free. 
Of all the many amusement park 
rides, the merry-go-round is the oldest. 
Its history goes back 800 years, when 
Saracen warriors rode wooden steeds in 
mock battle. 
Commenting on the number of older 
people who still enjoy a spin, especially 
when their friends are not watching, 
Mr. Carrolo feels they are just bringing 
back happy childhood memories when 
their daily life was indeed one happy 
merry-go-round.

LONDON (AP)—Spy Dr Robert 
Soblen, who tried to kill himself 
rather than go into an American 
prison for life, today won at least 
a 10-day delay in any attempt to 
return him to the United States, 


A high court judge issued a writ 
of habeas corpus to give Soblen, 
now in a London hospital, a hear­ 
ing before he can be moved out 
of Britain, The court hearing was 
fixed for July 16. 


The New York psychiatrist, 62, 
who was convicted of spying for 
the Soviet Union, stabbed himself 
with a steak knife while being 
flowT from Israel to the United 
States last weekend. 


He was taken off the plane at 
london Airport and rushed to 
Hillingdon Hospital. 
Two of Soblen’s lawyers. Elwyn 
Jones and Peter Solomon, went 
to the home of Justice Mocatta in 
suburban St. John’s Wood and ob­ 
tained a writ to block attempts to 
move him. 
The judge’s action is believed to 
be unprecedented in British legal 
history. Officially, Soblen has not 
been 
admitted to Britain. 
His 
status is regarded by the home 
office as in transit, a move de­ 
signed to avoid involved deporta­ 
tion proceedings. 
Soblen jumped $100,000 bail and 
fled to Israel last week on a 
forged Canadian passport.
